Only the 
counties may sell liquor in any 
case, no priv ate operators being 
perm itted.

Profits from the liquor sales go 
to the counties and are partly used 
for law enforcement and for liqui­ 
dating county obligations. 
The

UNION CITY, Okla. (U P )-A 
j Southwestern farm er, plagued by 
dust, drouth and boll weev ils, dis- 
! cov ered that by mix ing okra with 
his scientifically dev eloped cotton 
he could solv e a few puzzling agri­ 
cultural problems. 
J. A. Webb, Union City, Okla., 
found that if he bred okra into 
his cotton stalks it not only would 
make the stalks stronger and pro­ 
duce a longer lint, but the okra 
also would force the boll weev il to 
seek a new' boarding house. 
Webb has been 
ex perimenting 
for sev eral years to 
produce 
a 
hardier 
cotton stalk, 
one that 
w'ould resist drouth and the weev il 
and other foes. 
Offered Large Acreage 
His efforts 
were so successful 
that a cotton growers organization 
in Arizona, which operates ex ten­ 
siv e cotton plantations offered its 
cotton acreage to him for ex peri­ 
m entation. 
Webb said the addition of okra 
simply is the latest innov ation in 
the process of ev olutionizing cotton 
peculiarly suited to conditions in 
the Southw est 
Webb began his ex periments in 
1929. During the lean years that 
follow'ed he almost was persuaded 
to abandon cotton. 
It 
appeared 
that the yield from his wind-swept 
soil became sm aller and less profit­ 
able each year. 
But he kept trying to dev elop 
hardier cotton to withstand the 
rav ages of nature's forces. 
In 1930 Webb came from his 
farm laboratory with a new' cotton 
—Webb's purple cotton. The stalks 
w’ere purple instead of green, the 
bolls had fiv e locks instead of the 
usual three, and the lint was 1L, 
inches long instead of the av erage 
% inch. 
The third year W ebb's new pur­ 
ple cotton made 34 per cent lint, 
av eraged one and one-half bales 
per acre on the sandy soil, and 
brought a premium of $6.50 a bale. 
The Oklahoma state board of 
agriculture certified his cotton was 
free of wilting. It had prov ed im­ 
perv ious to drouth or frost, and 
the weev ils didn't bother it. 
Yet Webb w asn’t satisfied. He 
dev eloped the “Sea Island Long 
Staple,” which he said produced 
twro bales an acre, with a lint 
7% 
inches long and six locks to the 
boll. It, too, withstood wind, frost, 
drouth and the weev il. 
Now' okra Is being bred into the 
Sea Island Long Staple. The v ast 
acres of the Arizona corporation 
will be dev oted to this ex periment, 
which Webb said already 
had 
prov ed Its v alue.

ARMY CRITICS 


gV E R Y once in a while a high-ranking 
officer of the United States Army or 
Nav y sets off a 16-inch gun of criticism 
that makes the War Department sick. The 
Army and the Nav y , being the aristocracy 
of the nation, feel that they sould be im­ 
mune from criticism and especially criti­ 
cism from one of their own kind. 
That 
hurts more than any thing else. 
And in a hundred mess halls we are will­ 
ing to wager that plenty of talk is about 
the dirty w^ords of Major General J ohnson 
Hagood, a retired officer, who is not afraid 
to speak his mind. His 
latest 
attack is 
against the manner of selecting high rank­ 
ing officers. He roundly condemned regu­ 
lations requiring generals to be selected 
from colonels on the eligible list and re­ 
stricting general staff officers to gradu­ 
ates of th | Command and General Staff 
School at Fort Leav enworth. It can readily 
be seen how this sy stem freezes out any 
possible captain with brains, or any com­ 
petent major with something more than a 
uniform. 
The nation is heartily in agreement with 
A seasoning program by which the 
best 
men rise to the top, but the mere fact that 
a man reaches a colonelcy , or is permitted 
to study in the sacred halls of Fort Leav en­ 
worth it by no means an assurance that 
he is competent to direct the destinies of 
v ast numbers of men. General Hagood in­ 
sists that the Army should not hav e a fast- 
running stream of eligibility “ which car­ 
ries down the great mass of mediocrity and 
leav es behind in the eddies some of the 
best men in the Army .^ 


TOTASHINGTON — It is not news that 
one reason behind the President’s de- 
sire to push through his Supreme Court re­ 
form is that a modified NRA is in the mak­ 
ing. 
It is news, howev er, that the rejuv ena­ 
tion of the NRA has caused a serious split 
among those whom Roosev elt asked to 
draft a new Blue Eagle. 
The old NRA was drafted in the slap­ 
dash, carefree day s of early 19 33, when 
an}i;hing whizzed through Congress, and 
nothing ev er was ex pected to bring a v eto 
from the Supreme Court. Therefore it was 
thrown together in a few brief weeks. 
The new NRA has been 
stewing for 
months. But the same old issues hav e risen 
to plague the drafters: namely , shall labor 
or business dominate, and who shall boss 
the new Blue Eagle. 
Broadly speaking, there are two cleav ­ 
ages within the Administration : 
1. The Roper-Richberg group wants a 
rev amped NRA code sy stem under the 
command of the Comn>erce Depart­ 
ment. Anti-trust laws would be sus­ 
pended to permit trade agreements, 
and wage and hour standards would 
be fix ed for labor. 
2. The Perkins-Wallace group, including 
Administration liberals, fav ors a min­ 
imum wage law and a 40-hour week, 
but is frigid to rev iv ing codes and 
trade agreements.

INDUSTRY DEMANDS NEW CAPITAL 


^^MONG the many dev elopments signifi­ 
cant of the depression’s end there are 
few more v ital than a report by the Fed­ 
eral Securities Commission showing that 
the demand of corporations for new capital 
increased 500 per cent in 19 36 ov er 19 35. 
. The demand increased from $151,8 7 7 ,- 
000 to $7 24,8 02,000. Including issues in­ 
tended to refund old loans as well as the 
“ new” capital intended for plant ex pan­ 
sions, additional working capital and so 
forth, the corresponding figures were $2,- 
67 7 ,69 3,000 and $5,064,7 37 ,000. 
While v astly encouraging, these figures 
suggest in a rather startling manner the 
low lev els which the depression reached 
and the ground that still remains to be re­ 
cov ered before we can claim that the de­ 
pression belongs definitely to the past. 
The av erage of annual capital issues in 
the fiv e pre-depression y ears, 19 25-29 , w'as 
$9 ,213,000,000, nearly twice that of 19 36. 
Continued progress at the present rate w ill 
mean that annual capital issues will again 
equal those of the pre-depression y ears and 
may be attended by the fairly complete so­ 
lution of the problem of unemploy ment.

Effect of Various Diets on High Blood Pressura 


By LOGAN CLENDENTNO, M. D. 
WHY IT IS that blood pressure 
has, of all chronic diseases, been so 
often ascribed to the influence of 
diet, I do not k now, but so it Is.

studies s ho w 
not altogether 
similar results. 
But at least it 
is a complete 
review. All the 
dietary a r t i ­ 
cles which can 
influence any ­ 
thing are (1) 
meat and pro­

b ul k . 
( 6) 
roughage and (7) water. 
MEAT—-A German investigator, 
Saile, examined 110 monk s who had 
lived on an exclusively vegetable 
diet and recorded their blood pres­ 
sures, comparing with 115 monk s 
who included meat in their diet. In 
comparison, the vegetarian monk s 
revealed a distinctly lower blood 
pressure. 
This finding k eeps bob­ 
bing up all the time. 
But there 
are too many investigations on the 
other aide to allow its acceptance. 
'Thomas, for Instance, In a whole 
tribe of Esk imos, exclusive meat- 
eaters, found that the average blood 
pressure was no different from oth­ 
er people. 
FAT—Some observers feel that 
fat has a blood-pressure raising 
principle. 
As compared to meat, 
for instance, Klinefelter, work ing 
on groups of people who were 
k nown to be extensive consumers 
of one k ind of an article of diet, 
found that 83 of those who had 
high blood pressure were meat 
eaters, but then 78 were extensive 
fat eaters. From this It would look 
as If fat was just as potent as meat 
in raising pressure. 
CARBOHYDRATE AND FAT 
mak e for overweight, and over­ 
weight is generally ack nowledged 
to be associated with high blood 
pressure. Whether it is cause and 
effect is something that seems to 
me not proved. It is a good thing 
to reduce overweight on general 


principles; there Is freq uently a re# 
ductlon in weight, but not commea<< 
siurate with the weight problem, 
j 
Salt Debatable Topic 
^ 
SALT—This, again, is a debata« 
ble topic. 
Several y ears ago tha 
salt-free diet in high blood pressurel 
was used q uite extensively . Great) 
claims were made for it, but th« 
fact that it has fallen out of fash­ 
ion would seem to indicate that ID 
did not come up to expectation*, 
Willis, In an experiment on himself^ 
using a low salt and vegetable dlet^ 
produced a mark ed reduction in 
blood pressure. But, of course, any , 
diet which is low and hence weak ­ 
ening, does that. So many of thes« 
experiments demand excessively 
unbalanced diets that the result* 
are not reliable. American observ­ 
ers have not been able to convince 
themselves that salt has any effect 
on blood pressure. 
W A T E R—Plethora hy dremic*, 
as the older doctors used to call ex­ 
cessive water Intak e, receives littl* 
attention today . 
Recent experi­ 
ments by Holball show that there 
is no change In the blood volume in 
high blood pressure, and believes 
there Is no relation between it and 
high water intak e. 
ROUGHAGE and Its effect on 
constipation have not proved to be 
important factors In lowering or 
raising blood pressure. 
In a list of 210 patients who 
were ten or more pounds over­ 
weight, Klinefelter found that 107 
had higher blood pressures than 
normal, 103 were about normal. Of 
those who were high, meat-eating 
was prominent in 83 instances, fat 
in 78; salt was used excessively 
by 69, water excessively by 76.’ 
and vegetables and fruits by 50. So 
It look s as If y ou couldn’t eat any ­ 
thing if y ou want to avoid high 
blood pressure. 
In dietary experiments, hs found 
on a full diet, rich In meat, fat, salt 
and water, there was an averags 
rise of ten points In blood pressure 
—not very much. A spell of excite­ 
ment would do twice that. Using a 
low diet, emphasizing fruit and veg­ 
etables, the patients changed from 
an average of 38 pounds overweight 
to two pounds underweight; ‘re­ 
duced the pressure, on an average, 
14 points.
